I.  GENERAL  PLANNING  SURVEY 

Subject .  The  preparation  of  a  General  Planning  Survey  for 
the  Town. 

Scope .  The  General  Plan  shall  be  prepared  in  accordance  with 
the  format  set  out  in  Section  96  of  the  Planning  Act. 

The  areas  of  study  shall  include: 

(a)  Regional  Analysis. 

(b)  Population  Growth  and  Projections. 

(c)  Distribution  of  Population. 

(d)  Existing  and  Proposed  Land  Use. 

(e)  Streets  and  Traffic  Pattern. 

(f)  Relation  of  Existing  and  Proposed  Utilities. 

(g)  Implementation  of  the  above  Considerations  in 
the  form  of  Zoning  and  Building,  and  Subdivision 
Controls . 

(h)  Capital  Expenditure  Programming  in  Relation  to 
Roads  and  Utilities. 

(i)  Financial  Capability  in  Carrying  Out  this  Programme 
of  Capital  Works. 
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Use  of  Available  Information 


It  is  recognized  that  there  is  a  considerable  amount 
of  preliminary  information  and  data  available  from  our  records  # 
and  work  recently  carried  out  by  Underwood  McLellan  &  Associates 
for  Council  includes: 

(a)  Title  searches  for  all  land  around  Hanna  for  future 
annexation  proceedings. 

(b)  We  are  very  familiar  with  drainage  patterns  in  and  around 
Hanna  with  its  effect  on  expansion# having  completed  the 
design  and  supervision  of  the  storm  sewer  system#  the 
curb  &  gutter  programmes  and  future  extensions  of  these 
systems . 

(c)  Design  &  supervision  of  the  sewage  treatment  plant  and 
extensions  and  the  sewage  pumping  station. 

(d)  Design  and  construction  of  the  west  side  sanitary  sewer 

trunk. 

(e)  Renovations  and  extensions  to  Hanna  swimming  pool. 

(f)  For  some  time  we  conducted  regional  studies  and  negotiations 
with  P.F.R.A.  and  Water  Resources  to  determine  long  term- 
water  sources  for  the  Town  of  Hanna.  During  this  period 
Underwood  McLellan  &  Associates  designed  and  supervised 

the  construction  of  raw  water  line  from  the  C.N.R.  reservoir. 
We  were  associated  with  the  Alberta  Research  Council s 
ground  water  studies  and  are  well  aware  of  ground  water 
potential  in  the  area. 

(g)  Recently  completed  the  study  on  water  treatment  for  the 
Town.  This  study  is  under  consideration  by  Council. 

(h)  Completed  design  and  construction  of  300# 000  gallon 
reservoir  adjacent  to  the  treatment  plant. 

(i)  We  have  been  active  in  the  development  of  private  sub¬ 
divisions  in  the  Town. 
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(j)  Detailed  information  is  available  in  our  records  on  capacities 
of  sanitary  sewers,  treatment  plants,  etc. 


Complete  use  shall  be  made  of  all  such  information  and 
credited  in  terms  of  time  to  the  Town.

by  the  Engineering  Data  we  have  available.  We  therefore  propose 
that  we  be  authorized  to  carry  out  the  General  Plan  at  day 
rates  as  set  out  in  the  Association  of  Professional  Engineers, 
Alberta  Standard  Form  of  Agreement.  We  feel  that  in  this  way 
the  cost  to  the  Council  will  be  of  the  order  of  the  amount  set 
out  in  our  original  written  proposal.
